Mre, J. T. Horton, by written protest, stated that she was financially unable to
pay the cost of paving.

0. ffukasoh stated that he was willing to pay for the paving of this street
provided all the property owners agreed to same, and asked that his property be pro-
tected from overflow by means of a drain.

Mrs. W. B. Wort ham, by written protest, stated that the paving of this street
would be a detriment rather than a benefit to her property.

Thereupon L. A. Robblns wae called as a witness and after being duly sworn testi-

fied that he has resided in the Oity of Austin for several years; that he Is well

acquainted with the value of the property abutting upon each of the Units or Districts

as to which this hearing was being held; that he is acquainted with the type of paving

which Is proposed to be constructed upon said Unitsor Districts as to which this hear-

ing was being held; and that in his opinion each parcel of abutting property would be

enhanced in value by reason of the construction of the proposed improvements in an

amount in excess of the amount proposed to be assessed against the eame, as set out

on the Engineer's Roll or Statement on file relating to such Units or Districts of

Improvement .

(1) A gas main In BOHHAM TERRACE from Alt a Vista Avenue to Travis Heights Boulevard
the center line of which gas main shall be "} feet south of and parallel to the center
line of said Bonham Terrace. Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 3$ feet.

(2) A gas main In EAST SIDE DRIVE from East Monroe Street northerly to Blum Oreek,
the center line of which gas main shall be 16 feet west of and parallel to the center
line of said East Side Drive. Said gas main described above shall have a oover of
not less than 2£ feet.

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notloe that the City of

Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other under-

ground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may

be required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires defi-

nite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to

base the location of their assignments they shall apply to the City Engineering De-

partment not less than three (3) days before such Information is required. The Texas

Pufclio Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear

the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the

construction of lines named in this resolution*

AND THAT wherever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervals during the course of back filling of the ditches.

That the work and laying of said ^as mains, including the excavation in the
